Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1968. 

The  vital  statistics  do  not  reveal  any  significant  changes. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  was  lower  than  last  year  being  10*8$ 
of  total  live  births  as  compared  with  12.^Sin  19&7. 

Water  Supplies 

The  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  have  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  be  plumuo-solvent  and  no 
contamination  occurred. 

There  are  only  a few  properties  in  the  District,  possibly 
about  twenty,  which  have  not  a main  water  supply. 

Removal  of  -persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention . 

No  action  was  required  this  year  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Noise 


Noise  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  especially  in  rural  areas. 
In  the  past  one  could  escape  from  the  noisy  town  to  the  quiet 
countryside,  but  today  even  in  the  most  rural  area  one  cannot 
be  sure  one  will  escape  from  the  scream  of  jet  engines,  the  roar 
of  hovercraft,  or  even  someone  else’s  transistor  radio. 

It  is  possibly  debatable  whether  noise  is  directly  harmful  to 
the  auditory  apparatus,  but  there  is  no  doubt  it  has  a deleterious 
effect  on  many  people’s  nerves. 

Refuse  Disposal 

In  the  Rural  District  disposal  of  refuse  Is  still  carried  out 
by  tipping.  The  only  possible  argument  that  can  be  put  forward 
in  favour  of  this  method  is  its  cheapness.  From  a public  health

EAST  WIGHT 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  substantial  majority  of  properties  are  served  by  a mains  water  supply 
for  which  the  I.W.  River  and  V/ater  Authority  are  the  responsible  authority  for 
supplies  throughout  the  Isle  of  Wight. 


Samples  of  main  water  taken  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  a few  isolated  dwellings  not  yet  served  by  mains  water  but  it  is 
understood  that  schemes  are  under  consideration  to  bring  most  of  these  properties 
on  to  a mains  supply  in  the  reasonably  near  future. 


V/ATER  SAMPLES 

A number  of  water  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  serving 
dwellings  and  in  one  instance  from  a holiday  camp  supplied  by  a spring  where 
samples  were  also  taken  of  a swimming  pool  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the 
chlorination  system. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

No  new  conveniences  have  been  provided  during  the  year;  the  existing 
facilities  are  Bembridge  (3),  Brading,  Niton  and  Godshill. 

In  addition  to  the  conveniences  owned  by  the  Council,  arrangements  have 
continued  with  the  respective  owners,  for  the  public  to  have  the  use  of  the 
conveniences  at  The  Buddie  Inn,  Niton,  and  Castlehaven  Caravan  Site,  Niton* 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Main  sewerage  systems  are  in  operation  in  the  villages  of  Apse  Heath, 
Brading,  Berabridge,  Blackgang,  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton  and  Whitwell.

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council's  consultants  to  improve 
the  existing  method  by  increased  holder  storage  tanks, 
treatment  by  comminutor,  extended  sea  outfall  and  to  discharge 
all  sewage  only  at  certain  states  of  the  tide,  is  still 
awaiting  Ministerial  approval.

Whitwell: 

The  present  very  old  works  at  Roud  is  overloaded,  not  only 
from  the  increased  number  of  new  dwellings  but  particularly 
by  excessive  surface  water  discharged  to  it  from  the  combined 
systems  in  both  villages.  Following  the  submission  of  a 
report,  the  Council's  consultants  were  instructed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  improving  the  present  sewerage  system  and  the 
disposal  works. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  SERVICE 


In  addition  to  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughtout  the  area  which 
has  been  carried  out  successfully  during  the  year,  the  service  has  been 
supplemented  by  an  additional  special  collection  of  bulky  items  once  or  twice 
a month,  a^  demand  requires,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act 
1967»  An  arrangement  ha.s  also  been  entered  into  with  a local  scrap  dealer  to 
cut  up  old  derelict  or  abandoned  vehicles  to  facilitate  their  ready  removal. 

All  refuse  and  scrap  collected  in  the  East  Wight  is  still  taken  to  Bleakdown 
which  is  a controlled  tip,  with  the  exception  of  refuse  from  the  Brading  and 
Bembridge  areas,  which  is  taken  to  the  small  controlled  tip  at  Brading.

parishes  of  thk  district . 

The  Council  has  uMer  consideration  the  major  improvements  required  to 
the  sewa ~e  systems  serving  the  parishes  of  Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth 
and  is  in  favour  of  the  continuance  of  disposal  to  a sea-outfall  subject  to 
the  findings  of  a further  hydrographic  survey  to  determine  a suitable  locality 
where  the  sewage  can  be  regulated  to  discharge  into  deep  water  on  the  ebb  tide* 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  in  all  parishes  with  an 
additional  collection,  where  required,  from  the  larger  business  establishments 
and  the  seasonal  demands  of  the  several  large  holiday  camps,  hotels  and  caravan 
sites.
